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The Elephant and Castle is well on the way to becoming one 
of the most successful pieces of replanning ‘since the war. 
The individual groups of buildings have been extremely well 
designed. First, the housing and London School of Printing; 
then Erno Goldfinger’s office blocks and now the shopping 
centre, the plans* for which were announced last week. 
On the whole the different schemes have been well related to 
each other in the magnificent setting provided by one of the 
biggest traffic places yet to be built. 

What has the Elephant got that is lacking in some of the 
other LCC projects, such as Notting Hill Gate and Piccadilly? 
It is not merely a question of quality in planning and architec- 
tural design although these, of course, play their great part in 
the final result. Nor does it lie in the quality of the road 
solution, for that at the Elephant may well be out of date 
before it is completed. 

The answer probably is that the Elephant is big in concep- 
tion. One has the feeling that enough land has been brought 
into the scheme to give an almost Parisian scale to the road 
solution and that the building sites around it are large enough 
and deep enough to give their architects a real chance. 

The actual shopping centre site is over three acres and there 
is nearly two acres of parking hinterland on the other side of 
the railway, so that it has been possible to plan a centre really 
in scale with the modern problem of shoppers who come by 
car and like to shop in comfort. The developers of the 
successful scheme claim that it will be the largest covered 
shopping centre in the world. There is no virtue in mere 
bigness, but it is a comfort to feel that for once an English 
project is really measuring up to the problem. 

The lesson of all this is surely that we must think big. 
Cramped sites produce cramped solutions and too much 
architectural energy has in the past been spent in trying to 
overcome the inherent difficulties and impossibilities of a 
badly conceived programme. 

With the splendid example of the Elephant before us there 
will be no excuse if the problems of future schemes are not 
properly analysed beforehand so that enough land is brought 
in to obtain the best results. Too often in the past the 
attempt has been to fit the scheme into the strait-jacket of a 


cramped site.

Elephant’s shopping centre 


The long-awaited result of the “scheme and offer” contest 
for the new shopping centre at the Elephant and Castle has 
been announced and 33 of the 36 projects submitted are 
on view this week and next at the North Block entrance 
to County Hall. Were the remaining three entrants too 
shy to show off their drawings? My agent thought the 
standard of design generally was astonishingly high. Most 
of the well-known consortia of architects and developers 
were among the contestants as you may read for your- 
selves on another page. 

One of the reasons no open architectural competition 
was held for this development was given by Mr. 
Edmonds at the press conference: it was a very complicated 
problem to be solved and the L.C.C. thought the only 
sensible way to set about it was by personal contact with 
the contestants. The L.C.C. were a bit reticent about the 
financial aspects, but it seemed perfectly clear to my agent 
that the winning scheme was nowhere near the highest in 
the matter of ground rent and the L.C.C., as Mr. Edmonds 
claimed, had commendably gone for what they regarded 
as the best development. 

Boissevain and Osmond’s scheme breaks new ground. 
They have produced a kind of hybrid between the Galleria 
at Milan and Erskine’s new mushroom tow: Arctic 
Sweden. Most of the shops face inwards on to an enormous 
three-level concourse, 420ft long by 60ft wide with pavement 
cafés, planting, sculpture, fountains, escalators, etc. Did 
I hear a whisper of High Paddington? 

I wonder what the local teddy boys will make of 
The promoters seemed confident they can be kept 
By brute force, or by mesmerizing them with 
dour of their surroundings? 

The concourse is covered with a moveable glass roof 
so that it can be open to the sky in summer and there will 
be heating to keep people warm in winter—a Buckminster 
Fuller-like-experiment in completely controlled environ 
ment. My agent said no one was quite so unkind at the 
press conference to enquire what would happen when it 
rained. Would there be a kind of dampness thermostat 
automatically closing the roof? Let us hope that the whole 
affair will not stick after the first season like the celebrated 
sun louvres at the Palazzo Olivetti in Milan 

A minor point of excellence seemed to be to my 
the results of the illuminated advertising which fits 
two recessed angles at either end of the building overlook 
ing the two roundabouts; but they do not dominate the 
main facade. One of the things missing was the roof 
terrace. Isn't it rather a waste not to use two acres of roof- 
scape in an area of London which badly needs open space? 
Here is a chance for a “glass age” restaurant and roof 
garden; developers please note.

Points of view 

Can it really be true that architects don’t consult theatrical 
advisers when designing theatres? Mr. Peter Brook, who 
directed the first show at the new Royalty Theatre, Kings- 
way, thinks it is. According to the Evening Standard, 
he said that the Royalty was a perfectly workable theatre 
but everything could have been a million times better if 
the experts had been consulted. 

“No one would think of building a hospital or a big 
garage or a television studio without expert advice,” he 
is reported to have said, “but this never happens in the 
theatre. Why don’t architects ask directors and producers 
for advice?” 

Mr. Sidney Kaye, senior partner in the firm of Lewis 
Solomon, Kaye and Partners, who designed the Royalty, 
declares that they did. “We did detailed research and 
received a great deal of advice,” he stated. “We have 
produced a theatre seating 1,000 people with first-class 
sight-lines, excellent acoustics, a theatre which has a sense 
of theatre and which can cater for the maximum number 
of different types of shows. I would say it was one of the 
best-equipped theatres in the country.” 

Isn't the answer that theatrical consultants, just like 
architects—and clients in the same line of business—do 
not hold identical views on what precisely they do want? 
Mr. Brook apparently knows what he wants, but would 
all directors agree with him? 


Milan Triennale 


The twelfth Triennale opened last Saturday and with it the 
British school provided by the M.o.E. and designed by the 
Nottinghamshire C.C. Sir David Eccles, members of the 
Council, and the county architect, Mr. W. D. Lacey, were 
there. To celebrate the occasion and to act as a guide to the 
British exhibit, H.M.S.O. have produced for the M.o.E. a 
neat illustrated booklet on our schools generally, with a 
short Italian description of the school as an inset. Let us 
hope that this British exhibit will be the first of a regular 
series at future triennales. I do not know what proportion 
of those visiting the triennale read English but I would 
have thought that the main booklet should have been 
available at least in Italian too. Perhaps it is. 


The late H. B. Creswell 


H. B. Creswell, F.R.1.B.4., author of the Honeywood File 
and the Grig books, died recently at the age of 91. The 
Honeywood File is still one of the best guides to archi- 
tectural practice available to the student. It has been 
suggested as a very suitable serial feature for the B.B.C. 
programme Building Matters.

Opening the course, Lord Craigton, Minister of State for 
Scotland, said architects knew what it was to enjoy pro 
fessional independence. Hospital planning was a field in 
which they would find it necessary to consult members of 
other professions with equal traditions of independence. 

“Amid all these interests and faced with a massive list 
of accommodation and functional requirements,” he said, 
“the architect is the man who has io draw the threads 
together and create the design.” Nearly 40 per cent of 
the cost of hospital administration was spent on keeping the 
place warm and clean, cooking and washing in the widest 
sense. Here the architect had an almost clear field in labour- 
saving and money-saving design.

“Much time, money and energy 
have been spent by all potential 
developers and their architects in sub- 
mitting the various schemes and we 
have been impressed with the high 
level of design achieved for this very 
important site.

An impression of the scheme at night 
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reviewed by JOHN GRACE 


Five lectures, two speeches and a film iis a lot to absorb in 
one day. By the time the third speaker on the programme 
had had his say, it became quite obvious that the general 
lack of information on hospital planning is so great that no 
one of the 402 (was it?) would-be hospital architects need 
feel the least bit apologetic about his lack of knowledge in 
this highly specialized field. Without falling back on the old 
defence, “I may never have designed a hospital, but I can 
also say that I’ve never designed a bad one”, any of those 
present might also have pointed out that a great deal of the 
advice given had a strange ring of familiarity. 


For who is it that, during the past 25 or 30 years, has been 
screaming for such things as privacy (you don’t have to be 
in a hospital to need that), good colour (you don’t have to 
be in a loony bin for a bad colour-scheme to bring you to 
the verge of suicide) and a congenial atmosphere both 
within and without the building, coupled with a use of 
scale proportionate to the human being? Who else but the 
architect? Is it necessary to be an expert in the design of 
mental hospitals to appreciate the undesirability of intermin- 
able corridors? And is not the discovery that those in need 
of mental rehabilitation require that their sense of security 
should be reinforced by the provision of rooms with positive 
shapes still capable of being misinterpreted by those who 
take the “instruction book” too seriously? It may appear 
facetious to suggest that a cell, too, has a positive shape. 
But this merely points to the fact that, once again, it is to 
the architect, exercising his sense of fine discrimination, that 
we must turn for the resolution of a multitude of conflicting 
interests. 


Not that the above remarks should be taken in any sense 
as decrying the work of the Nuffield Foundation or anyone 
else who has devoted time to research in this field. And with 
the creation of the new Development Section at the Ministry 
of Health, as explained by Mr. R. Gedling in his talk about 
the National Health Service, we now have the means 
whereby research on hospital needs can be translated into a 
body of basic professional knowledge which will be avail- 
able to all hospital architects. Advice readily available 
before sketch-plans are embarked upon ; guidance adminis- 
tered before, rather than criticism of after, the planning 
process will be music to the ears of most architects, as 
anyone who has worked on schools will know. 


The importance of making full use of our facilities, 
whether new or existing, was stressed more than once. Cost 
per bed as an indicator of how money is spent is not satis- 
factory (though the provision of ward space still accounts 
for most of the cubic footage in hospitals) because of 
the tremendous cost of equipment both for treatment and 
diagnosis. Consequently, more attention must be given to 
space for out-patients, the aim being to achieve the efficiency 
of a modern factory. 


Second day: Dr. Tredgold strikes the right note 


After the strain of listening to speakers reeling off informa- 
tion yesterday with such little attention to articulation, it 
was refreshing indeed to discover that forthright delivery 
expressed in clear-cut phrases makes it perfectly possible to 
absorb ideas without necessarily causing a slackening of 
pace. The day’s prize goes to Dr. Roger Tredgold who not 
only had the audience doubled up once or twice (and, 
incidentally, his remarks were more or less impromptu ; | 
caught sight of his notes, scribbled in pencil on the back of 
a letter from the RIBA), but also was the first to treat with 
architects in the manner in which they like to be treated. 
All too often in the past, we have noted the tendency for 
doctors and others (who admitted they knew nothing about 
architecture) virtually to usurp the role of the architect by 
tying him down to a series of cast-iron conditions, which, 
by their nature, made good solutions quite impossible. 


Having pointed out that there wasn’t nearly enough 
exchange of information between doctors and architects, 
Dr. Tredgold, who, it is hardly necessary to add, is a 
psychiatrist, very tactfully reminded us that doctors are apt 
to be a little spoiled as a result of their upbringing (to say

nothing of the hero-worship indulged in by nurses) and 
that it behoves architects to use great delicacy in suggesting 
what is obviously a very good idea. Obviously the doctor 
(who, after all, always knows best) might feel he should 
have thought of it first! He then proceeded to outline a 
whole series of items: what the patient wanted to look at 
while confined to bed ; the anxieties felt by the patients at 
finding themselves in hospital; and the problems of elimin- 
ating squeaks from wheeled trolleys, etc., etc. These were 
all problems which he felt should receive the architect’s 
attention. He dumped them fairly and squarely in our laps. 


It was a little harder to accept the doctor’s assurance 
that a modern hospital smells no worse than a home despite 
the new developments in anzsthetics. Surely, out of all the 
strange colours, sights, sounds, etc., associated unpleasantly 
with hospital, smells affect us most. You may seduce the eye 
with colour; you may beguile the ear with piped music ; 
but you can’t fool the nose. Otherwise it was a day packed 
with information. 


* . . 


Having heard so much earlier that was either tentative or 
already obsolete it was rather a relief to hear a few un- 
abashedly dogmatic assertions from one who obviously 
shines as an after-dinner speaker. Dr. Arklay Steel made no 
bones about his preference for vertical, multi-storey general 
hospitals. They should not have less than 600 beds and 
wherever possible the kitchens should be at ground level. 
We were left in little doubt as to how wards should be 
planned, and how big they should be. By this time another 
double-barrelled word has been added to our vocabulary 
of medical jargon—‘cross infection”—and when the good 
Scotsman had explained his reluctance to accept the “throw- 
away age” if it means having to jettison a perfectly good 
syringe “that still works”, we were prepared to abandon 
our notes. We relaxed and simply enjoyed his story of the 
fat man who, apropos of tight planning, could never make 
a telephone call in a public box, because whenever he tried 
to close the door he pressed button B and got his money 
back. It was possibly the vintage of this story that enabled 
one of the architects to pluck up his courage sufficiently to 
suggest that, if it was not possible to provide air-condition- 
ing in operating theatres, they might try refrigerating the 
surgeon! 

To round off the picture we were treated to a charming 
dissertation on hospital planning from the nurses’ angle by 
Miss Raven. In addition to providing much that was instruc- 
tive about modern nursing methods and describing what 
was needed in nursing accommodation, she confirmed at 
least one previously made and daring suggestion; namely, 
that maybe it was time to put both sexes in the same ward. 


Third day: the need for research 


The unspoken question in the mind of every architect at 
this point must be: if so much research and study is 
required into the problems of modern hospital design, and 
if, for one reason or another, it has not been possible to get 
any hospitals built since the war, why was the intervening 
15 years not spent in doing the research and carrying out 
these investigations? Fortunate as we may have been in the 
work carried out by the Nuffield Trust, was it not really the 
responsibility of the Government to initiate a research 
programme? 


As was only right, there were some doctors in the house 
at 66 Portland Place in addition to architects. But from the 
trend of the questioning after one of the sessions today one 
could not help wondering whether fear of ministry control 
didn’t dominate the desire for progress. Doctors, on the one 
hand, are afraid their independence will be curtailed, and 
architects that they may be called upon to do something 
oe from the way they have become accustomed to 

oing it. 

This was revealed during a morning largely devoted 
to questions of saving time, thus freeing the nursing staff for 
nursing and the doctors to see more patients. First of all 
we were shown how work studies were carried out by a 
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team under the direction of Brigadier Welch of the Nuffield 
Trust in the X-ray departments of six hospitals, the object 
being to increase the efficiency of the department n much 
the same way this is done for industry. The conclusions are 
not yet published, though the team has been on the job for 
a full year. 

It may have been the implications behind this announce- 
ment which added to the sense of dismay and frustration 
of the architects. Or again, it may have been due to our 
being told (for the second time) that long corridors were 
undesirable. Or perhaps it was that the idea! solution 
turned out, once again, to be circular in form (apparently 
it was all right if the long corridor was curved), and we all 
know how difficult that can be when we are constantly being 
reminded of the need for flexibility and future extension 


It also seems reasonable that architects should resent 
being told that it is necessary to employ someone called a 
work-study engineer, his sole purpose being to put the 
question “why can’t this be done differently’ We always 
liked to think of this as being part of our job. 

Many of us, it would seem, still think of ourselves as 
artist-architects as contrasted with architect-engineers. We 
have an automatic distrust of people who reduce human 
activity to graphs. Maybe we are right, but the fact remains 
that the problems involved in modern hospital design are 
so complex, and the cost of building them is so great, that, 
as Brigadier Welch pointed out, we can no longer rely on 
“inspired guesswork”, The diagrams and charts described 
by Messrs. Rendle and Blanco-White, based on a work study 
in a Casualty Department, afforded ample proof of the way 
in which maximum use of space, staff and equipment could 
be achieved. It was, perhaps, unfortunate that the tail end of 
the flow-chart should refer to “disposal” of the patient. 
Was this a Freudian slip? 

. 7 * 

It was, perhaps, significant that the two youngest people 
yet to appear on the programme—two young architects 
from the ministry—had to bear the brunt of the questions 
flung at them merely because they had worked out a system 
designed to eliminate, or reduce to its simplest possible 
terms, much of the more tedious detail associated with 
architects’ work. Check-lists have been widely used in the 
U.S. for many years. As a means of extracting pertinent 
information they are invaluable, and, as was pointed out, 
they serve another very useful purpose ; study-groups and 
committees frequently become bogged down or side-tracked. 
The check-list helps to keep things moving. As one of the 
young men quietly suggested, some of those present seemed 
to have missed the point of the exercise. 

In marked contrast to the stimulating talk given after 
lunch on the preceding day, it was most unfortunate that 
two talks on engineering services should not only have been 
scheduled for this time, but that one of them should have 
been read from a prepared paper in a hypnotic drone which 
made it next to impossible to stay awake, while the other, 
of which we received a copy (and could equally well have 
read and digested after our snooze), was paraphrased by 
the author. There must be a better way to get architects to 
absorb this highly necessary branch of knowledge. Perhaps 
a record could be made which we could play to ourselves 


at might. 


Fourth day: dealing with accident cases 

If we had any doubts about the functions of the Casualty 
Department versus the Accident Service, Dr. J. O. F. 
Davies dispelled them very speedily. No one who heard 
his remarks is likely to forget that the proximity of an 
X-ray department is most essential, and that a free operat- 
ing theatre must be available in the case of a severe accident 
resulting from a motor smash. These facilities can only be 
found in conjunction with a general hospital. Since the 
tendency has been for the casualty department to be 
emphasized, it is essential that there be a separation between 
accident cases and those who drop in, in the hope that they 
will be saving time to have some small ailment attended 
to rather than go to their own physician. 
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Not the least of the dilemmas presented to architects is 
the one resulting from the successful application of new 
planning ideas. For instance, out-patients, we have been 
told, are tending to increase in number. Therefore the out- 
patients’ department has to be expanded. This brings us 
into conflict with the opposing tendency to centralize 
everything. As Mr. Llewellyn Davies pointed out, the word 
“flexibility” is much abused. Inability to distinguish between 
different uses of this word causes much confusion. First 
there is the natural growth due to normally expanding needs 
requiring space and involving problems of site planning for 
future use. Then there is the short-term adjustments necessi- 
tating a change of use within a department which must 
be allowed for either by devising multi-use plans or allowing 
for changes in partitioning, which do not basically affect the 
structure. 

Regarding planning of general hospitals, Mr. Davies 
seemed to feel that the stacking of wards on top of one 
another had much to recommend it from a standpoint of 
delivery from a central source of supply. What were 
normally ancillary services for each ward had now dwindled 
to vertical ducts forming a core round each. Wards of 
various types and sizes could be grouped and planned in 
such a way as to make supervision and nursing easy. It 
was encouraging, incidentally, to hear him say improve- 
ment in hospital food was not merely a question of how 
it was delivered. It would be necessary for a change of 
attitude on the part of the British public, making it possible 
to spend more money in the provision. 

While everyone appreciates the importance of cutting 
down on the time it takes to get a hospital built, few archi- 
tects would agree with Dr. Davies that this might be 
achieved in the two years normally spent on working draw- 
ings. We all know that most of the time is spent not in 
drawing the lines, but not getting the decisions. Mr. M. C. 
Tebbitt not only gave us a good idea of the work of 
various research organizations, but assured us that much 


thought had been given to providing architects with ade- 
quate information before working drawings were com- 
menced. The Ministry of Health is planning to co-ordinate 
standard details developed by the different regional hospital 
boards and to see that notes they are preparing for a series 
of later bulletins will become available as they are written. 


The hospital exhibition 


The announced purposes of this exhibition are to show by 
photograph, plan and model the progress being made with 
actual building and what the new hospitals of today are like, 
and also to impress on architects the growing scope for 
creative skill in this specialized field of design and planning 
Since the exhibit was designed primarily as a travelling 
unit, many of the models will not accompany the display 
panels on tour. 

Certainly the exhibition should, as the Minister of Health 
stated at the opening, “stimulate interest in the hospital 
architects throughout the country”, and judging from the 
attendance at the opening and the number of people who 
had signed up for the hospitals course, this has already 
been achieved. 

But, allowing that the exhibition hall at the RIBA takes 
some filling, one cannot help wondering how much genuine 
help such a menagerie of models can actually be in con- 
junction with the course itself. Varying in scale and scope, 
as they do, between such mammoth displays as the one for 
St. Thomas’s Hospital, showing practically everything on 
the south bank with the exception of Waterloo station and 
Lambeth Palace, and housed in a clear plastic case with a 
pointed roof (to shed rain?), and the scattered layout for a 
new medical nuclear physics centre at Sutton, executed to 
such a small scale that it gives no indication as to the nature 
of the materials to be employed nor the means of construc- 
tion. Few of the models are accompanied by explanatory 
plans, and where some are over-simplified to the point where 
the mass of the building becomes an abstraction offering no 
clue as to the functions contained within the envelope, one 
other was executed to such a large scale that the ghastliness 
of the materials used and the true horror of the detailing is 
all too apparent. (Details of lectures on p. 68). 





HOUSE AT 


HE site is a flat-topped lip to a 

wide valley facing south-west, with 
exceptionally long views and strong 
south-west winds. 

The owner is a bachelor who wanted 
a house in which he could entertain 
at weekends and to which he would 
ultimately retire. A particular require- 
ment was a large room that could be 
used for music-making and sitting. 

The music room had to be raised 
2ft to take advantage of the view. The 
main pavilion and garden is screened 
from the public lane behind by the 
bedroom wing and a screen wall. 

The hipped roof consists of four

diagonal timber trusses connected in 
the middle by means of a steel tube 
welded to gusset plates. The trusses 
are supported at the four corners only 
on short steel tubes welded to plates, 
which are in turn bolted down into a 
concrete padstone at the top of the 
134in brick wall. The two _ inter- 
mediate supports are only there to 
prevent deflection of the eaves line. 

The pitched roof is slate, walls and 
terrace are brick, the terrace retaining 
walls to the west have no foundation 
but are contained with a sloping brick 
bank. Floors in music room and 
dining room are strip Iroko.

HIS studio for the architect was 

originally a stockroom on the top 
floor of a department store in the 
centre of Dublin. The existing win- 
dows had a poor outlook and admitted 
little light. They were covered with 
Shojii Screens with fluorescent lighting 
concealed in the window jambs. The 
ceiling was made to appear lower by 
an ebonized hardwood fascia on two 
sides of the room and a large slatted 
@regon Pine ceiling. The floor was 
covered with rush matting and a raised 
portion at the entrance door filled with 
marble chippings and old pink paving 
slabs. The wall at the entrance was 
sheeted in Oregon Pine and left 
untreated. 

The work was carried out by 
appointing a contractor on time and 
materials and detailed on odd scraps 
of paper and by verbal instructions.

HOUSE IN KENSINGTON

HIS house is built in Southwell 

Gardens. A covenant in the lease 
required approval of the design by the 
ground landlord’s Estate Surveyor, 
who is an architect. He refused the 
first scheme (see A. & B.N., January 
7, 1959); his objection being to the 
internal planning. With the second 
scheme submitted, he would not 
approve the street elevation, but other- 
wise the house has been built as the 
architects and the client intended. In 
the case of a design being rejected on 
aesthetic grounds by a local authority 
there is always the alternative of an 
appeal, provided the client can be 
persuaded to wait out the delay; but 
when, in addition, approval has to be 
obtained from the surveyor to an 
estate, one is entirely at the mercy of 
his taste. There is no redress, you 
either build it his way or not at all. 

The trapezium-shaped site is at the 
back of a terrace of tall Victorian 
houses and abuts the mews and 
garages at the rear. The house 
fits between two existing party 
walls and has new walls at the rear 
and on the street frontage. The 
materials and appearance of the 
fagade were stipulated by the estate 
architect. The enclosure of the site 
was, thus, largely predetermined and 
led the architects to regard the 
problem more as an “interior” within 
existing walls, than the design of a 
completely new building. These walls 
were plastered internally and painted 
white. In juxtaposition, the new 
work is almost entirely of “natural” 
wood. This includes partitions of 
V-jointed diagonal and vertical board- 
ing, teak kitchen furniture, timber 
spiral stair, boarded floors and ceil- 
ings, timber roof light and timber and 
glass sliding screens. The planning of 
the internal spaces and moving parti- 
tions is intended to give two distinct 
living arrangements. When all the 
sliding screens and hinged flaps are in 
a closed position, the internal space is 
subdivided into a series of small 
rooms ; but on certain occasions, such 
as when entertaining, the movable 


elements can be shifted into an open 
position and a completely “free” plan 
results. This open condition gives 
unimpeded circulation round the fire- 
place and through the entrance lobby 
and stairway. On the upper floor, the 
wall of the principal bedroom swings 
back allowing a flow of space and 
people down the staircase to the lower 
level. 


Structure 


Construction below ground was 
fairly complicated and _ involved 
underpinning the mews party wall 
and building over an existing base- 
ment with brick piers and beams. 
Walls are of Fletton brickwork on 
concrete strip foundations. These are 
plastered internally and painted with 
white emulsion. The ground floor is 
Sin by lin timber boarding on 2in by 
2in battens on 4in site concrete. The 
first floor is Sin by lin timber board- 
ing on Sin by 2in joists at I6in centres, 
with Sin by }in ceiling boarding on 
12 by 6in binders at 8ft centres 
approximately. The roof has a 
clerestorey window facing south to 
admit sunlight to the upper floor 
rooms. It is finished with three layers 
of mineralized felt on 4in screed on 
2in woodwork on Sin by 2+in joists 
at 24in centres, with ceiling and 
binders as before. 

The narrow rear back wall over- 


looks a small paved yard and is faced 
in London Stock brickwork with a 


recessed joint. Red wirecut bricks 
indicate the position of floor levels 
and there is an exposed concrete lintol 
above the kitchen window and a 
structural brick arch over the bed- 
room window. Copings are brick 
(red wirecuts) on edge. 

In the kitchen the worktops are 
teak with a stainless steel sink and the 
cupboards below are plywood and 
softwood framing. As refrigerators 
and washing machines vary appreci- 
ably in size and the tendency is for 
them to increase in bulk, a large 
space has been provided for them in 
the run of worktops.

The overall layout has _ been 
influenced by the decision to take 
advantage of the contours for THE DENTAL HOSPITAL 
economy and to aid the separation of 
the internal and external circulations ;

The stages of development being 
unknown, an attempt has been made 
to plan for flexibility in the phasing. 
If required,out-patients’ and associated 
departments could be built first as an 
independent working unit or, alterna- 
tively, a full working hospital of 282 
beds with part of the medical school 
could form the first stage. The 
kitchens, dining accommodation and 
the operating theatres can easily be 
built in stages to suit the growth of the 
hospital. Parts only of the out- 
patients’ and associated departments 
or of the pathology department 
could be built at first without diffi- 
culty and the maternity and pediatric 
departments could be built, in whole 
or in part, at any stage of the develop- 
ment.

Layout of Grounds 


The circulation on the site is clearly 
defined. A single main road runs 
directly across the site in a broad 
sweep with local loops to feed all the 
various patients’, staff, visitors’ and 
students’ entries. Immediately inside 
the gates a perimeter road takes all 
service traffic to the various service 
entries. Footpaths are designed for 
the flow of pedestrians. A minor ring 
road serves the nurses’ residential 
accommodation. 


The boulevard, which is the chief 
feature of the layout, is a broad 
central open space around which the 
buildings are carefully grouped to give 
a sense of enclosure. The main 
approach road runs through this, in 
part as a bridge spanning the central 
dip of the valley and allowing the 
landscaped area to flow underneath 
with a series of pools. 


The various courtyards within the 
perimeter of the building would be 
treated in varying manners, those 
carrying a large amount of traffic 
would be mainly paved with a variety 
of pattern and texture and a small 
amount of planting. The courtyard 
within the out-patients’ department 
would be treated as a patio in which 
patients could walk and sit while wait- 
ing between appointments. The 
smaller courtyards in the maternity 
and pediatric departments would be 
mainly grass and shrubs for sound 
absorption, The sunken garden of the 
dental hospital would have a pool and 
simple landscaping.

@ Domestic Heating and Thermal Insulation. B.R.S. Digest 
No. 133. H.M. Stationery Office. Price 4d. 


These subjects were treated in Digests Nos. 35, 93 and 94 
but, in response to requests, the information given has been 
condensed and summarized in this new Digest. It gives 
the three categories of heating normally found, i.e. Full 
House Warming, Partial Heating, being in effect either 
full heating for a few rooms with occasional heating in 
others or, alternatively, general background heating, and 
Individual Appliance Heating, where no central plant is 
used. Two qualities of insulation are presumed, the 
Medium Grade being only to Bye-Law level (Walls 
U=—0-30) while the High Grade allows Walls to U=0-15, 
Floor 0-20 and Roof 0-10. For quick estimates of heating 
costs three sizes of house are considered, being 1,000, 1,250 
and 1,500 sq ft having either grade of insulation but, in 
addition, as affected by being single- or two-storey, attached, 
detached or terrace, giving 12 cases in all. Each of these 
has estimated approximate heating losses for High or 
Medium Warming where the dwellings have High or 
Medium insulation. A semi-detached two-storey dwelling, 
for example, having Full House Warming would lose 
36,000 B.Th.U. and 26,000 B.Th.U per hour per house, 
where the insulation was to Bye-Law standard or to the 
High Grade respectively. Where background heating only 
was installed in the same house, the losses would be respec- 
tively 24,000 B.Th.U and 17,500 B.Th.U. These figures 
are, of course, very approximate. Another set of calcula- 
tions is given for the same types of houses in terms of heat 
requirements for a heating season, expressed in therms, 
where one therm equals 100,000 B.Th.U of fuel. A graph 
enables one to estimate approximately the quantity of fuel 
required to satisfy heating requirements—in electricity, gas, 
light fuel oil, coke, bituminous coal or anthracite. An 
“inside” flue is presumed. 

The object of the exercise is to assist people to decide 
which system best suits their requirements as to capital 
costs and running costs. Heating methods are quickly re- 
capitulated and there is a note on ventilation as affecting 
heat losses. The air-change rate for a small house having 
windows and doors not fitted with weatherstripping or 
draughtstripping has been found to be between two and 
three per hour. If draughtstripping is added, the rate may 
be reduced to half to one air change. Open windows are 
in fact a gross extravagance. Open fires need between 
2,000 and 3,000 cu ft per hour and may be as much as 
4,000 to 5,000. In the lower range, that means one to two 
air changes per hour without opening windows. If, to 
stop draughts entering a room, an external duct is provided 
to the fire this will work better if the doors and windows 
are draughtstripped but, if a door is left open, it is likely 
that the fire will take all its air from the room. This situa- 
tion can be improved by fitting a flue damper—in other 
words, a throat restrictor.

If any publication is needed to make architects more 
aware of the hazards in foundation design, here it is! 
Some of the illustrations show fearsome failures and it is 
not obvious that they could have been foreseen. Even so, 
one hazard which must nag the mind of the designer, which 
has not been referred to, is a very serious one: what 
happens when you put a building on an apparently solid 
rock foundation and it turns out that it is only a rock 
shelf? 

The bearing capacity of the soil is examined under the 
terms Bearing Pressures and Earth Pressures, quoting from 
Civil Engineering Code of Practice No. 4, 1954, in which 
allowable bearing pressure is the maximum net loading 
intensity, considering the amount and kind of settlement

permissible, the maximum safe bearing capacity is the 
greatest loading which can be applied without causing 
shear failure, net loading intensity is the effect on a hori- 
zontal plane due to added weight (which presumably means 
containment), while the ultimate bearing capacity is the 
net loading causing soil shear. The Tables of bearing 
capacities for various subsoils and rocks are reproduced 
from the Code. The fact is repeated that settlement of 
foundations is not in itself a serious matter but only uneven 
or unequal settlement—even settlement does not damage 
buildings (though services may suffer) but uneven settle- 
ment may cause much trouble and expense, not only in 
underpinning and shoring-up but in damage to plant. The 
Study recommends that consultants be called in for any 
subsoil considered to have a safe bearing capacity of less 
than 2ton/sq ft. The Code gives a safety factor of about 
2. “Non-cohesive” soils rely to a considerable extent on 
containment. Russia allows settlements from 3in to 12in 
for load bearing walls to buildings and silos respectively. 

Subsidence due to mining requires highly technical treat- 
ment, which Nottinghamshire C.C. under D. E. E. Gibson 
worked out with Brockhouse, an example of the spring- 
braced structural frame being illustrated, but this is only 
one point, slip under the slab is an other important con- 
sideration. 

Swallow holes occur in rock-chalk and limestone and 
are quite undiscoverable on the surface, resulting in 
numerous failures in buildings. No advice is given as to 
how to avoid swallow holes: one might add the question 
to those put to a Local Authority surveyor when obtaining 
information about sites “Is this district known to have 
swallow holes”?—only, presumably, in rock-chalk or lime- 
stone districts. Even this could be incorrect for swallow 
holes have occurred in chalk overlaid by gravel-—i.e. in 
what appeared to be a ballast subsoil area. Alteration in 
surface or subsurface drainage conditions may cause 
collapse of a swallow hole. : 

Consolidation and expansion of fill, such as domestic 
refuse and clay, may cause foundation and slab troubles, 
while “frost heave” is a risk where cold stores are con- 
cerned, the subsoil water being frozen to a considerable 
depth, resulting in upward movement of the bearing soil. 
Chemical attack by sulphates in clay and industrial wastes 
are other hazards.

Most of the roofings are of saturated felt g on 
bitumen bedding and top coating for waterproof ather 
than the solid heavy bitumen felts generally used in Britain 
but coming into use in Australia. All types of felts were 
studied, of which that having glass fibre inc rated 
showed the best results, having no faults after 18 months, 
whereas asbestos fibre base felts commenced deterioration 
after 12 months. Some saturated (not coated) felts showed 
failure after only four weeks. Gravel finish was a great 
help on an otherwise poor material. The adhesive evidently 
plays a very large part, for some shrank in cold weather 
but did not move in hot weather. A system of test for 
water absorption was devised which was applicable to 
saturated felts, while coated felts can be tested by an 
adaptation of an American method. 

A Paper accompanied this Study and dealt with Fiat 
Roofs and Leaks, by E. R. Ballantyne of the Research 
Organization. This deals mainly with the usual faults in 
design at abutments and eaves, particularly where an 
upstand or skirting is cemented to the vertical surface, so 
preventing all movement except by tearing the felt. In 
this also the advantages of glass fibre filling are stressed, but 
move rather more in the width of the roll. The fixative 
should be bitumen having a penetration between 25 and 45 
units and a softening point between 165 deg F and 
195 deg F. It is important that this bitumen should not be 
overheated. Reflective surfacing by bituminous paint is 
fairly effective but gravel of at least fin screen is quite

@ Comparative Tests on Heating Office Buildings by 
Thermal Storage Block Heaters and Other Methods. 
Utilization Report No. 14, The Electricity Council, Winsley 
Street, London, W.1. 


The pros and cons of thermal storage block heaters are 
a popular topic whenever heating is discussed this 
Report should have been an extremely useful document. 
That it falls short of one’s hopes is due to sabotage—quite 
innocent but quite devastating in its effect in that the 
Council, in spite of their well-planned scheme to give the 
results of installations in 11 premises, found rather 
late that some of the staff had been using “supplementary 
heating” to augment the experimental installations. Had 
this been foreseen some records might have been kept of 
this “topping-up” but the Council have had to rely on 
rather vague approximations given by the users. Another 
factor, probably of little importance, is that these staffs 
could be considered to be coddled, for as no charges were 
made for electricity consumed on the various Board's 
premises there was probably considerable over-use of 
heating appliances. 

The 14 buildings were of all conditions of con 
struction and habitation, some poorly built and some over- 
crowded. In the first test year the existing heating systems 
were retained and fuel costs recorded. These systems were 
one gas-fired central heating system, three solid fuel central 
heating systems, four “direct acting” (i.e. tubular) heating 
systems and three of electric floor heating. Thermal 
storage block heaters were then installed but whereas 
G.E.C., who designed all the installations bar ene by 
Eastern Board, allowed 25 per cent additional capacity 
for intermittent operation, the Eastern Board allowed 50 
per cent, so affecting the capital costs comparisons. The 
heaters were all of 1kW or 14kW, but better results might 
have been achieved by larger units in some cases 

The results are summarized in the statements given on 
page 1. In the change-over from the one gas-fired plant, 
running cost and capital charges are said to be 15 to 20 
per cent lower after conversion. Where solid fuel boilers 
were used, two showed 20 per cent increase and one 15 
per cent decrease in running, installation costs being much 
the same. Of the “direct acting” tubular heating building,

it appears that a straight comparison is difficult. The 
capital cost of the storage heaters is two to three times 
higher and the consumption as much as 50 per cent greater, 
but in effect the annual cost was 20 per cent lower in two 
cases and about the same percentage higher in the others. 
This is explained as being due to tariffs applied. If based 
on floor area the cost is higher than when based only on 
current consumed by the block heaters. As to floor heating 
systems, little difference was found between these and block 
heater installations as to capital and running costs. 

Cost alone is not the only factor. Comfort really comes 
first and the fact that some of the staff used supplementary 
heating proves that some block heating installations failed 
to give satisfaction. A further complication here was that 
on occasions the heating was excessive, so windows were 
opened to cool the building down. This is one of the 
obvious objections to thermal storage block heaters so it 
is welcome news that automatic controls to restrict undesir- 
able heat emission are now being tested. Another point 
is that, due to mild weather, some heaters failed to charge 
at night, so had insufficient output by day: how this came 
about, unless external thermostats were in use, is not 
explained. If they were it seems that these must be. by- 
passed at night.

In addition to descriptions of felts and methods of 
application, this booklet gives useful information on asso- 
ciated matters and materials. It will not generally be 
known, for example, that asbestos cement cavity decking 
is liable to give off gas or vapour when bituminous roofings 
are applied without a separating membrane, for which an 
insulation material is suggested. Other types of structural 
roofing mentioned, as affecting the waterproofing layers, 
are plain edge and t. & g. boarding, concrete, lightweight 
concrete and metal, all of which can, in certain cases, be 
unsuitable for application of felts but generally only 
because of moisture content or grease. As regards Fibre 
and Mineral Granule boards, some difficulties have been 
experienced when specified without reference first to roofing 
contractors. Attention is drawn to the need to specify 
showerproof covering on compressed strawboards, as the 
ordinary kraft paper may suffer if rain falls before roofing 
protects it. Expanded and foamed plastics also need care 
in selection, for some will not bear the heat of the bitu- 
minous adhesive. It is interesting, incidentally, to note 
that “self-insulating structures” in prefabricated units are 
“best fixed by the Member Company as part of the roofing 
work”. Some roofing contractors are reluctant to handle 
these deckings but, in view of this statement, architects 
should be able to restrict their invitations to Member and 
Associate Member companies. 

Thermal insulation is also referred to but not to the 
hazard that in very hot sun the bitumen adhesive may 
soften, as was experienced during the summer of 1959 on 
sloping roofs, contrary to the expectation of the specialist 
fixers. This merely serves to emphasize the point made by 
E. R. Ballantyne of the Commonwealth. Research Organi- 
zation and referred to earlier in this digest. The need for 
vapour barriers is also mentioned in the book, in connect- 
tion with metal deckings, roof voids and location of 
insulation. 

Large scale details of construction are provided which 
indicate, diagrammatically, roofing treatment at expansion 
joints (four types), parapets (three types) and abutting walls 
(two types) but just where the need arises for metal flashings 
only in abutting walls is not clear. In some details fillets 
or arris rails are shown at abutments but not all, those 
shown square having apparently an additional underlayer 
of felt just at the junction. We all know that provision 
for movement in the felt should be provided at abutments, 
which is one of the objects of the fillet or arris rail, so one 
must presume, in the absence of more than the briefest 
comment with each detail, that the roofings are not 
cemented to the structure at abutments

Specifications for felts, both saturated and coated are 
given in outline, the saturated types not normally being 
suitable for any layer in a built-up roofing, while coated 
felts should have minimum weight of 30Ib per 12 sq yd roll. 

Surface finishes such as mineral grit, chips, paving and 
tile, for solar protection are referred to, while fire resistance 
is a matter for discussion with Member Companies. There 
is, of course, no reference to guaranteed workmanship as 
previously existing.

The former name of this body is Glazed and Floor Tile 
Manufacturers’ Association, whose office address has been 
retained. The adoption of a new name does not connote 
any change in policy, which continues to be to further 
tile interests. The Colour Book records that glazed tiles 
have a very ancient history but that the industry is by no 
means content to carry on established practices but is 
forward-looking in devising new treatments, colours, 
patterns, textures and combinations. The introductory 
remarks see possible uses for tiles in all parts of a house, 
stopping short of the ceilings. The contention that lounge 
floors of tiles are acceptable to householders at large may 
have support through the wider adoption of under-floor 
heating, as the introduction says. 

The book has many technicolour photographs, some 
reminiscent of the popular women’s journals, not helped 
by the appearance in some of live models looking ultra 
enthusiastic. A few of the fire surround designs will cause 
astonished comments among architects but may appeal to 
the layman. 

The second part is factual and more informative. It 
indicates the wide range of colours now available; 
mentions textures and finishes, screen process colour 
patterns, mosaic tiles, floor tiles and gives some, but by no 
means all, available tile sizes for walls and floors. This 
publication is not of value to the architect and builder as 
a technical publication but only as an indication of what 
can be done with the thousands of different colours of tiles, 
with, in addition, the facility of special designs in colour 
and relief which can be made. An accompanying 
memorandum says that over 500 million tiles were produced 
in Britain last year and the export trade totalled £3 million. 
Research has proved of value in improving choice of 
qualities and thicknesses of body and in helping to produce 
reliable tile adhesives. The book is, of course, in full 
colour.
